Nn "business" of the Federal 
government Is operated in n less 
business-like maimer ihnn the 
U. s? Post. Office Department. 
Tliis .gigantic operation with its 
32.201 local Post Offices and ap- 
proximately 750,000 employees is 
a disorganized Gargantua that 
seems to defy genuine efficiency 
and essential modernization.. . 

Notwithstanding the adoption of 
zip poclcs, conveyors, 'computers, 
and other modern techniques rec- 
ommended by expensive indus- 
trial management analysts, -op- 
eration of the Post Office De- 
partment has been marked by in- 
officiehcy and persistent deficits. 
Indeed, operation of the United 
States Post Office— as a govern- 
ment service— must be conceded 
to be impossible while it contin- 
ues to function as a bureaucracy 
dominated by partisan politics.

Danger To Drivers 

Traffic or no traffic, a curve 
presents a maneuvering problem. 
You certainly can't take one. es- 
pecially if it's sharp, at a very 
high rate of speed. 

The trick is nol to realize it too 
lole warns the Lake County Saf- 
ety Commission. The time to 
brake for a curve is as you ap- 
proach it— never in.the turn. En- 
ter the curve at a reduced 
speed, maintain" a steady pace 
and then as you leave the curve, 
accelerate. 

When "you're taking* a curve 
that bends to the left, keep to-the 
right as far as you can to help 
you avoid ah oncoming driver 
who hiay try to negotiate the 
curve a(; a speed too fast for 
conditions. ~ 



When you're taking a curve 
that bends to the right keep to 
the right so thai centrifugal force 
doesn't cause you to cross the 
center line. As you approach the 
crest of a hill, slow down, keep 
to the right and be ready, to 
brake. Keep checking (he right- 
hand shoulder for a safe spot If 
you should be forced off the rood 
by a driver who's passing on the 
other side and might pop over 
the crest in your lane. 

The picture that, greets you as. 
you crest the hill might be one 
calling for quick defensive action

Al'the 
President's direction,^ pojsl makers 
and- rural mail carriers are 1 w 
longer named as political appoint- 
ees. Instead, a citizen's panel 
recommends and the Postmaster 
General appoints new local post- 
masters on the basis of merit. 
Rural carriers are, named by 
local postmasters under a simi-' 
lar arrangement. In c a s e s 
where there ore no applicants 
within the Post Office Depart- 
ment, appointments arc to be 
made from among (hose who 
qualify :. after Civil Service Ex- 
aminations. These' ' changes 
evoked some criticism from po- 
litical job-seekers. However, most 
Members of Congress -appear, to, 
be relieved of the thankless hur- 
jrjen of recommending local poli- 
tical figures for responsible posi- 
tions in the Post Office. 

President Nixon's recent nies-. 
sage to the Congress proposes far 
more radical changes, including 
a transfer, of the postal service 
from an Executive Department to 
a . government-owned corporation. 
Like any private company, the 
proposed corporation, to be known 
as the United States Postal Ser- 
vice, would be authorized to issue 
bonds to provide for its own im- 
provement and modernization. It 
would be able to retain Ihe earn- 
ings from its own. operations, and 
lo have-its-r-ates-sel-by-n-s-nmn- 
boord subject to a veto power in 
the Congress. 

The President 's plan contem- 
plates the removal of postal em- 
ployees from their present civil 
service status. However, postal

While these general changes 
have been recommended before, 
they will receive serious consid- 
eration for, the first time at the 
present session of the Congress.

ees which prefers to receive sal- 
ary" anoV wage improvements 
through direct action" of the Con-

The changes of favorable . ac- 
tion by the Congress at this ses- 
sion are regarded as poor. But 
eventual approval of the plan, for 
a government-owned corporation 
to operate -the $7 billion business 
of delivering the mails seems as 
sured.

Don't forget to display your flag 
Saturday. It's Flag Day. 

A 1941 Illinois statute estab- 
lishing June 14th as Flog Day re- 
quires that the United States Flag 
be appropriately displayed on all 
public buildings within the state 
on that date. It also suggests 
that "as a symbol of the sanc- 
tity of the home, the flag be dis- 
played from every home on that 
day," reports the Illinois State 
Bar Association. 

Flag Day has also been a fed* 
cral holiday since June 14, 1777, 
the date the stars and stripes 
was 'established as the national 
flag by the Continental Congress. 

•• When *, the ■ Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner was first flowp- by ,|hc Con* 
tlnentol " Army; General George 
Washington was moved to des- 
cribe the symbolism of the stars 
and stripes. ■ He Is reported 'to 
have said: . 

"We take the stars from hea- 
ven,' the red. from our mother 
country, separating it by white 
stripes, thus showing that we 
have separated from her, and the 
white stripes shall go down to 
posterity representing liberty." 

Those* people who will.be dis- 
playing their flags, on June 14th 
and on other federal and. stale 
holidays, such as the 4th of July, 
should clip out the following rules 
approved by Congress so they will 
be sure they arc doing it prop- 
erly. 

U) .If the flag is displayed 
from a staff projecting horizon- 
tally or at an angle from a win- 
dow sill, balcony or front of a 
building, the union of ' the flag 
(the stars) should be placed at 
the peak of the staff unless the 
flag Is at half staff. 

(2)' When flown at half staff, 
the flag should bo hoisted to the 
peak for an instant and then low- 
o the half-staff position. .Tho 
flag should. again be raised to the 
peak before it is lowered for the 
tiny. The flag. Is flown at half 
staff on national and state days 
of mourning. 

: (3) When the flag is suspend- 
ed over a sidewalk from a rope 
extending from a house to a pole 
at the edge, of the sidewalk, the 
flag should bo hoisted out, union; 
first, from the building. 

(4) When the flag is displayed; 
otherwise than by ■ being flown 
from a staff it should be display- 
ed flat, whether indoors or out, 
or so suspended that its folds fall 
as free as though the flag were 
staffed. '. 

(5) The flag should never be 
displayed with the union down ex- 
cept as a signal of distress. . 

(6) The flag should never 
touch anything beneath, it, such 
as the ground, the floor, water or

Two Schools 



Fewer retrenchments in Cath- 
olic school operations here are 
expected this. fall than were fore- 
seen a few weeks ago, according 
to the Rev. Robert Clark, Supcr- 
uidendcnt of the Archdiocesan 
system. s 

In a report to the Catholic 
School Board April 17, Father 
Clark * sal d / five elementary 
schools in the archdiocese antici- 
pated the possible shutdown of 
operations in June. 

Only two of these 'are now 
scheduled to close. The two w.111 
be able to transfer all pupils to 
neighboring Catholic schools. 

The picture for September is 
also brighter than was foreseen 
April 17,. said Father Clark, in 
that no grades will bo dropped in 
any school. Some few schools 
may discontinue kindergarten— 
an optional .actlyU&.for schools 
and pupils in Illinois— but in cases 
where first grade closing had ap- 
peared a possibility, Task Forces 
of parish leaders have succeeded 
in efforts to assure sufficient rev- 
enue to maintain the schools in 
full operation.. 

Another brighter note than in 
the April 17 report, the Superin- 
tendent said Is' that four schools 
which proposed closing some 
classrooms will not thereby have 
to transfer pupils to public 
schools.. Though using a reduced 
number of classrooms; they will 
be able to accommodate all pros- 
pective students without crowd- 
ing. 

The two schools which have re- 
ceived Archdiocesan School Board 
approval -to close arc: 

St. George School, 3917 South 
Wells, now enrolling 244 . pupils. 
The obsolescence of the building 
prompted the closing, but the 
Benedictine Sisters who staff St. 
George will remain in the com- 
munity, and will assist as needed 
at nearby Catholic schools where 
St. George children will enroll. 

St. Valentino. School, 1235 South 
50th Avenue, Cicero, now enroll- 
ing 109 pupils. Because it is 
losing the services of the Sisters 
of the Holy Family of Nazereth— 
compelled because of personnel 
shortages to withdraw from the 
school— the parish will send its 
children to two larger, accessible 
Catholic schools having space for 
them. 

Before acting on any proposed 
cuts in school operations,, tho 
school board conferred with the 
Task Force of the school involved 
to hear its thinking and recom- 
mendations. Strengths in Im- 
maculate Conception School, 1431 
North Park Avenue,, outlined for 
the Archdiocesan School Board by 
the parish. Task Force,' brought 
board concurrence with the rec- 
ommendation to continue the 
school— the closing of which had 
been rumored. 

— Task Forces operated this year 
in 340 of .the 429 Catholic elemen- 
tary schools of the archdiocese, 
surveying their financial, aca- 
demic and personnel needs and 
resources. Nearly 6,000 persons 
served on .the Task Forces, three- 
fourths of that number being 
laymen.

A Dangerous Proposal Still Lurks 

What must be considered the worst bill of the current 
legislative eeaslon remains alive and kicking. 



It is a proposal to start Illinois on a new system ofgroad 
financing that ultimately will result in almost half of ojir- 
gasolinc tax going for interest rather than road construction. 
The measure Is House Bill 443 which has been amended to 
remove a few objectionable points,, while adding .others, but. 
the basic measure would start Illinois on an interest-spending 
bingo from which we would never recover. 

The measure— 'fivo times larger than any bond issue In our 
history— has been reduced from a ?2.25 billion .bond Ibbuo 
for- roads to a $2 billion bond issue but the interest has been 
raised from <J%,Jto 7%. ' < 

That means we will be spending wore money on Interest 
than for roads. If the bonds were, to be retired normally on 
a 30-year basis, the , result would be $2.1 billion. -.in interest 
to $2 bullion iii road construction. . _^ . • ' ^ V 

But a little sentence buried deep in the bill allows a post- 
ponement of the payment on principal for ten years, which. 
means that the Interoatcost will be even higher. 

Ten years from now your gas tax will' rise at least 3H 
cents per gallon — just for interest That Is, If the money goes 
only for interest But if the present practice of allocating part 
of the tax revenue to local government is continued, it would 
take about 7 Vz cents per gallon just for Interest 

On top of that comes the payment' of principal. If House 
Bill 443 passes, we can expect the go3 tax to move up ap- 
proximately 10 cents per gallon ten years' from now. 
People will start screaming, but it will be too late. 
Tho present, bill is a "politicians dream" — to build the 
roadff now and 40 years. from now people will still bo paying 
for them. 

Worse than that, it will 'start a trend which will be almost 
irreversible. This will bo the easy route for builders of roads 
in tho future. 

Those who hold public office now can "point with pride" to 
roads we have bujlfc, and presumably the office holders are out 
of office before the awful truth and high taxes hit tho public, 
*> Illinois needs better roads,, but wc should pay for tbem 
as we go,

Until repealed or changed, 
it is not up ^to the individual to 
decide . whether he will pay; or 
not pay." 

It is only through local taxes 
thai local services can be pro- 
vided, and if a person who rents 
refuses to contribute through the 
personal- property tax he really 
has no right to complain about 
those services because he isn't 
helping to pay for them. 

As for Why taxes went up this 
year, Sheahcn suggests you check 
the breakdown which accom- 
panies each bill. It shows the 
raic for the current bill and com- 
pares it to the rate in the prior 
year.

^ ."SUiVER" LURES TRAVEL BEST s 

Some fishermen, Uke me, travera lot. Others, arid you may bo 
one of them, can only fish now waters once a year at vacation 
time. Yet both of ua have felt the need for "a- lure that would 
-Work well anytime, anywhere. ■ ■- . . ■• , 

When I started analyzing this problem somo llmo-ago, I dls- 
— covered Uwt ; itcajrie ln-lwo parts-It-wasn't .enough. Just.to.scttle 
- on a. particular type of lure, I learned. You also' had* to, be con- 
cerned with the color of that lure. 

Fortunately, it didn't take me long to nail down the kinds of 
lures that would serve well no mattes whore they wore Used, U10 
season, or tho weather. Tho spoon and the Jig won hands down. 
Why? Well, if either lure has the weight and. shape of a Johnson 
. Silver Jfirinotu or "Lucky" Lujon, for example, It can, ho cast or 
trolled, fished slow or fast. It will work well in fresh or salt 
water, swift rivers or sluggish backwaters, dcop, glacier lakes 
or shallow farm ponds; . ■ ' 

Tho problems I had In appre- 
ciating tho importance of color 
are still kind, of embarrassing, 
but they were Anally solved in 
Just ono. exciting. week several- 
years ago.- 1 was out with 
friends ori a San Diego party 
boat. I had given each of them 
a *' Lucky" Lujon and we were 
anxious tp seo how this Jigging- 
type luro would work on ye\- 
lowtalls. Because. wo Intended 
to cast 1 and retrieve, wo were 
put on the bow apart from 'the 
..CUt r b8^.fMb < erpiarL.„W.,Qll, we, 
weren't apart for -Ion gl Within - 
an hour, w® were arm-weary from hauling In 16- and 20lb; yellow- 
tails — and tongue -weary from identifying our "bait/*- tho 
"Lucky" Lujon, ••• - , 

Two days later, I was in, St. Louis on business, and on Thurs- 
day morning was flown out to Bagnell Dam at Lake of. the Oznrks 
for a few hours of boss fishing. There were three Lujons left In 
my tackle box and I shared them with my companion, and tho 
guide. Tho guide had told us not to expect too much; heavy 
rains had been providing free meals for the flshi 

It didn't take us quite half an hour to speed tho pace of tho 
action. We had tho guldo hooting with glee as ho netted bass alter 
bass. We Just cast our Lujons as far as possible, let them sink 
for several seconds, then started retrieving with steady reel speed 
and constant raising and lowering of the rod tip. 

The same routine was faithfully duplicated the following Satur- 
day when.-wlth my wife and son, we ran the long swells due east 
of Jacksonville, Fla., and filled the transom of our 20-footer with 
Spanish mackerel. 

And while filleting those mackerel I realized that, In two oceans 
and a body of fresh water, I bad enjoyed great luck with a Jig — 
one with a silvery finish (the Lujon is nlcklo-plated). 

Since that time, I've never seen a lure that could -"travel" 
better than a silver or silvery -finished spoon or Jig.

The ..high point of the meeting 
was a talk by Dr." Hassan Najafi, 
who returned , recently from a 
trip to his nauve country' Iran;

' Najafi headed. a team of sur- 
geons at Presbytcrian-St Luke's 
Hospital, earlier this year that 
performed Chicago's 'first suc- 
cessful- heart trans'plant. The 
patient, Ervin Cramer, lived 92 
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7 The daetor~spoke i -on-"Frogress 
in i Cardiac Surgery," outlining Tn 
lay terms developments over the 
past. 15 years, from the time 
"when the problem of treating' a 
patient with a hole In tits heart 
baffled the best surgeons" to our 
present-day miracles in open- 
heart- surgery. 

Before . development of the 
heart-lung machine, Najafi ex- 
plained, which opened new fron- 
tiers in heart surgery, parents 
sometimes acted- as living heart 
and lung: substitutes for their 
children during an operation. 

It is a poignant sight," Najafi 
said, "to see a father come into 
the operating room and be con- 
nected by tubes to his son so the 
boy can undergo open-heart sur- 
gery." In a series of 100 such 
early operations performed -in 
Minnesota, Najafi said, not a sin- 
gle parent succumbed to this 
procedure, although many suf- 
fered complications. 

"Now, this sort of thing is of 
historical interest only," Najafi 
said, "Today, wc can replace 
one, two, or even three valves 
in the heart; wc can operate .on 
arteries or -remove portions of 
the heart, if necessary." 

Najafi said' that in spite of 
enormous advances in surgery 
and medicine, some heart defects 
or diseases cannot be repaired or 
treated, successfully, and it is 
these cases that sometimes justi- 
fy a heart transplant. 

"There is nothing more frus- 
trating or' depressing for a 
heart surgeon;" Najafi , said, 
"than an operation in which the 
patient's heart simply does hot 
respond after otherwise success- 
ful surgery. Sometimes these 
.patients,, still connected to the 
neart-Iung _ machine=and~ feeling 
absolutely no pain because of 
lingering anesthetic effects— re- 
gain consciousness ' and even 
smile. But the surgeon knows," 
he said, "they have no function* 
lhg heart in their body in spite of 
all other Indications of life,"
